Sunday afternoon a report gained cur­ 
rency (hat Governor Taylor had given 
his soldiers orders to arrest Governor 
Beckham and other officers of the Dem­ 
ocratic state governm ent. 
On account 
of this report the men enlisted by Capt. 
Marshall, were assembled at the city 
hall, arm ed aud sworn in as special po­ 
lice for tho purpose of protecting the 
Democratic officers who are still quar­ 
tered at the Capitol hotel. A large num ­ 
ber of citizens also volunteered and were 
assigned to various posts in the vicinity 
of the hotel to cover a resistance in cass 
the talked of arrests were attem pted. 
Governor Taylor’s soldiers w ho are on 
guard at the statehouse were reinforced 
by the arrival of the Barboursville com 
pany of 71 men. all of whom were fully 
armed and equipped. 
More troops are 
looked for. 
Governor Beckham has appointed Col. 
Davis It. M urray of Clover Point, assist­ 
ant adjutant general, w ith the rank of 
colonel, and he was sworn in. 
According to a statem ent made by 
Governor W. S. Taylor Sunday night to 
a correspondent of The Commercial, he 
has granted a pardon to each of the per­ 
sons for whom w arrants have been is­ 
sued charging them w ith being accesso­ 
ries to the assassination of Governor 
Goebel, including Secretary of State 
Caleb Powers and ex-Secretary of State 
Charles Finley. 
In this statem ent Gov. 
Taylor recites the conditions 
under 
which he claims to have been elected 
and charges the Democratic contestants 
for state offices w ith conspiracy to secure 
control of the governm ent. 
I ii the interview Governor Taylor it 
quoted at length iii which he review* 
the entire political trouble from the elee 
tiou to the present time. 
Ile assails the 
courts and says a man, unless of Demo 
cratie persuasion, cannot get justice in 
them . 
The interview closes as follows. 
“ U nder this state of affairs, believing 
that each one of said persons are inno­ 
cent of any complicity in said crime, and 
further believing that the enormous re 
w ard w ill secure the conviction of thest 
men, however innocent, I deemed it my 
solemn duty to issue pardons to them in 
order that these political conspirators 
m ight not be enabled to deprive them ol 
their liberty or life. 
The guilty men 
should be punished; but designing men 
controlling the courts should not be en 
abled to shed the blood of innocent men 
and if it is iii my power to prevent it I 
pledge myself in the name of God auc; 
hum anity th at it shall be done."
